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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

In the response to the rejections of claims 10, 15-21 and 23-26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the Applicant argues that IEEE-802.15 fails to 
teach "the first message indicates an artificially received first signal level at the access point, the artificially received first signal level being 
higher than a signal receiving level actually measured by the access point, the artificially received first signal level formed as a received 
signal strength Indicator value" because IEEE-802.15 discloses a received signal strength Indicator (RSSI) as an actual measured value 
and not an artificially received value. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. While IEEE-802.15 does disclose a measured RSSI value (Section 7.3, page 32), this value is used 
in a power-control link where the RSSI value is compared to a threshold value that determines if the far end terminal should increase or 
decrease its transmitted power level (Section 7.4.7; Fig. 9, pages 36 and 37). These power control messages, based on RSSI, allow for a 
power increase or, in this application, a power decrease message (Section 9.3.18; Sequence 41; pages 177 and 178). A power decrease 
message sent to the far end terminal indicates that the RSSI level is too high and that the terminal needs to reduce its transmitted power. 
Deliberately sending such a message Is a way to create an artificially high RSSI that forces the far end terminal to reduce its transmitted 
power output regardless of the actual received RSSI value. Therefore, IEEE-802.15 teaches an artificial RSSI signal. 
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
